Sterling, 
for the ſecuring of each of them ; which 
has already fo good an Effe&, that moit 
of them are taken ; ſo that there is wan- 
ting but very few of theſe barbarous 
Conſpirators. Many of thoſe already 
ſecured upon Examination ; as it often 
happens among Men, deteQ&ed in Barba- 
rous Attions; have melted -into large 
Confeſſions, either through the horror of 
their Guilt, or in hopes to merit Pardon : 
particularly Captain Geo. Porter, Mr. Pen- 
dergrace, Mr. Boiſe, Mr. Sherburn, Mr. B:rtram, 
and others not here mentioned. 


The Parliament proceeded in the further 
Conſideration cf this Aﬀair, and borh 
Houſes agreed upon an Aſſociation, which 
were ſigned by almoſt all of the Members, 
of both Houſes; The ſame was ſubſcribed 
by the City of Zondon.; and the Officers of 
the Army and many by the Deputy 
Lieutenants, Juſtices of the Peace of ſc- 
veral Ceunties, and by the Magiſtrates of 
ſeveral Corporations ; and in a ſhort time 
the ſame will be ſigned by All the King- 
dom in General, excepta few Dilaffe&ed 
Perſons. 


Ie will be neceſſary now to tell you 
ſomewhat, as to the Preparations which 
the Frexch made for the Invaſion, and ſup- 
port of the Traitors ; they began as ſoon 
as the laſt Campaign was over, to fit up 
their Fleet at Thoulon, giving out that 
they were to repaſs the 5rreights, under 
the Command of Monſieur Chatas Re» 
nault well knowing what number of en 
of War Sir Geo. Kok had under his Com- 
mand at Caaiz; thinking His Majeſty 
would have ſenr a ſtrong Squadron to re- 
inforce lim ; which indeed had been gone 
if the Wind had not continued at M1. 5.1. 
for ſeveral Weeks, which not only de- 


taincd thoſe men of War bound toi v3 
but alſo 1everal others, that wesze Gut- 
ward bound ro Portugs!, th: Cangrics, the 
Ezft and W:ft djes:' with 5 or 660 Sail of 
Merchant Ships. In the' mean time the 
Frenc:) were fitting up their Squadrons, 
in thzir Ports in the Ocean to cover the 
Deicent : (wviz.) Du Bart at Dunkirk, 1nd 
Neſmond at Pr:ſt, and about the micd'e of 
January laſt, in a great Councel of War 
held ar aar/i, at which were preſent the 
Tr. ch King, the late King James, the 
Marſchal a: BouFlers, the Marquis ve Har- 
ceurt, &c. It was reſolved the Troops of 
F-amce ſhouid march towards Cala:s and 
Dinkirk, to Embark for England 3 and thr 
the Duke of Berwick ſhould paſs into E:g- 
land, to ſee how matters ſtood, and to 
return immediately ; accordingly he was ' 
diſpatched from <t. Germans Exlay, and 
1t was given out at Paris, that he was 
gone Poſt to Catolonia, to appeaſe 2 Bat- 
talions of 7-iſb, that had mutined. The 
Marichal ae Bouffers, and the Marquis 
de Harcourt went for the N:atherlanas, to 
diſpoſe of the fot mover vgs for this 
Expedition, and on the other hand Tran- 
ſport Ships were ordered Fotn the IW-:jt of 
France for Calais and Dunkirk, eo the num» 
ber of 500. And at laſt all things berg 
ripe 2s they thought, King James ca 

to Calais from St. Germains; having taker 
his leave of the French King, and fentthe 
Jate Queen to the Nunnery of Chailtor ; 
by the way he met the Duke of Berwick 
returning from £:g/and,, whoaſſured him: 
all things were ſafe, and the People ready
